1,300,000 Refuse to Join Strike 


Chicago, Oct. 24— Break in the ranks 
of railroad employees came Saturday 
when more than 1,300,000 workers re ­ 
fused to join the big brotherhoods in 
the October 30 railroad strike, 
Bert M. Jewell, president of the rail­ 
road departm ent of the American F e d ­ 
eration of Labor, said the federated 
shop crafts, composed of a m em ber­ 
ship of 500,000 has decided not to 
walk out after the brotherhoods re ­ 
fused to remain on strike in support 
of the shopmen if the transportation 
group received a settlem ent acceptable 
to them. 


Trackmen Rescind Strike Order 
On the heels of Jew ell’s announce­ 
ment, E. F. Grable, head of the Main­ 
tenance of Way and Railway Shop 
L aborers state 
his 
organization 
of 
nearly 400.000 men had rescinded the 
strike order issued Friday. 
The Stationary Engineers, Firem en 
and Oilers fell right incline and a n ­ 
nounced their strike orders had been 
deferred. 
The union has 40,000 m em ­ 
bers. Timothy Healy, president, was 
instructed by the executive committee 
to follow the course mapped out by 
Jewell. 
The Brotherhood of Railway Clerks 
with a m em bership of 300,000 joined 


others in refusing to join Hie B rother­ 
hoods’ strike. 
The unions that refused to join the 
strike com prise half of the 2,000,000 
rail workers in the country and ail are 
affiliated with the American F edera­ 
tion of Labor. 
The three orgaizations gave the re­ 
fusal of complete co operation by the 
brotherhoods as the reason for the ai ­ 
tion, despite the fact that their mem ­ 
bers had voted overwhelmingly in fav­ 
or of a walkout.

“ It must be clearly evident that the 
mem bership of the brotherhoods can­ 
not and will not co-operate with any 
other class of employes, said Jewell. 
The federated shop 
crafts, 
which 
lead the secessionist movement, 
is 
com prised of 13 crafts grouped in six 
unions affiliated with the railroad de­ 
partm ent of Hie A m erican Federation 
of Labor, and was the first organiza­ 
tion to vote to strike. 
Chairm en of the dissenting unions 
will meet again after the United States 
railroad labor board announces its de­ 
cision on working rules and ag ree­ 
ments and final action will be taken 
at that time.
